9. Regular group conferences of 
the administrative staff and of the 
medical staff for reviewing activi- 
ties and results so as to maintain 
a high plane of scientific efficien- 
cy. 
10. A humanitarian — spirit— 
“The primary consideration be- 
ing the best care of the patient.”
